In selecting a string instrument 
it is important to check: _ size 
of instrument, materials and 
construction, quality of strings, 
attachments and bow. 

String instruments are manu- 
factured in various, standardized 
sizes. These are identified as 
full, three-quarter, half and. in 
quarter and one-eighth size, for 
very small children who may start 
at pre-school age. 

It is strongly recommended that 
all string instruments be checked 
by a competent person before a 
purchase, The back, ribs, neck, 
scoll, top and type of wood are 
the many materials to be checked) 

Construction is ~ another 
important factor. All joints and 
edges must be glued tightly and 
reinforced with four corner blocks 
and solid upper and lower blocks, 
All cracks should be properly glued 
and reinforced. 

Trimmings suchas; pegs, finger 
board, nut, saddle, tailpiece, 
bridge and sound post should 
definitely be checked by a skilled 
technician, 

Each violin and viola should 
be fitted with a chin rest made 
of ebony, boxwood, or plastic. 

End pins for cello and bass 
should be made of metal and large 
set screws should be provided for 
easy and firm control. 

Strings should always be fresh 
and properly matched. 

The bow should be strong, 
flexible and well-balanced. The 
stick of the bow should be made 
of well seasoned pernambuco wood. 
Bows made of aluminum or well- 
seasoned Brazilwood are also ade- 
quate. The fittings should consist 
of an ebony frog with a metal 
liner and an ivory tip. The grips 
should consist of tightly wound 
sterling silver wire with thumb 
leather at the lower end and a 
leather ring at the upper end. 
The hair on the bow should he 
plentiful. When the hair is worn 
or sparse it should be replaced 
immediately, u 
Each instrument should be in- 
spected once a year for possible 
sound post adjustment. 

Never leave the instrument near 
a hot radiator and avoid extreme 
changes of temperatures. Strings 
should always be kept in tune and 
the instrument and bow should 
be kept in its case when not in

Dominguez is spending the current 
academic term away from the 
campus here, serving as a teach- 
ing assistant in Jersey City, N.J. 

Dartmouth’s William Jewett 
Tucker Foundation is sponsoring 
the program, which this fall has 
provided internships to forty- 
eight undergraduates, seeking to 
combine academic pursuits and 
personal encounter with the cri- 
tical social and moral issues of 
our time. The student interns 
remain full-time students at 
Dartmouth and receive a term’s 
credit for their work, which is 
carried on under the direction 
of local teachers who evaluate 
their activity in the local schools 
and community projects and who 
also work closely with members 
of the Dartmouth facuiiy. This 
fall’s interns will be working in 
places such as Los Angeles, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Richmond, and sev- 
eral towns in New England. 

Mr. Dominguez and the other 
Jersey City interns did extensive 
reading in classroom technique 
last year, and underwent lengthy 
orientation, both in Hanover and 
in Jersey City. Once in Jersey 
City, the interns, who live to- 
gether in a residence run by a 
Dartmouth faculty. member, in- 
volve themselves in three sub- 
programs. Some interns spend the 
school day as teacher aides in 
Public School #22 (a 2,000 pupil 
Kindergarten through Eighth 
Grade ghetto school), and some 
act as teaching assistants at the 
St. Bridget’s School (a school with 
an 80 percent Spanish-speaking 
population). Still other interns 
assist in efforts there to upgrade 
courses in science and math. In 
the evening hours, the interns use 
their residence as a tutoring sta- 
tion for their students, or act as 
leaders in community projects. 

In addition to these activities, 
Mr. Dominguez will be expected 
to write two papers in fulfillment 
of their academic requirements 
for the term, with one of these 
being a personal account of his 

stay in Jersey City. Upon re- 
turning to Hanover next term, Mr. 
Dominguez and the others in his 
group will act as discussion lead- 
ers for the orientation of the next 
group of interns.

To Unfold Addition Plans 


Doherty School Addition gym and 
cafeteria plans will be rolled out 
Monday in a 5 p.m. public meeting 
of the building committee in Town 
Hall. 

The hope on all sides is that 
rolling out Architect Arthur 
Brown’s latest plans will iron out 
almost all remaining differences 
between the school administration 
and the building committee on 
cafeteria traffic flow control, 
height of the gym ceiling, and the 
type of divider which will separate 
the gym’s two teaching stations. 

Solution of the cafeteria andgym 
traffic control problem seems 
close at hand.’ Building committee 
chairman James St. Germain 
called the administration ideas 
which Asst. Supt. Vaughn Clapp 
brought to the last meeting ‘‘Ex- 
cellent. We don’t want to give the 

community a school that the ad- 
ministration and teachers can’t 
live with; the suggestions will 
help avoid congestion, crossing 
of cafeteria lines, and so forth.” 

St. Germain told the TOWNSMAN 
he ‘expected an architect from 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher to bring 


new plans to Monday’s meeting

incorporating these ideas. 

Still very much at issue is 
the gym ceiling height. School 
administrators hold that the pro- 
posed elevation -- 18 feet at the 
walls and 21 feet clear in the 
middle of the gym -- is not enough 
for some children’s games, and 
certainly less than enough for 
adult use of the gym, under the 
school committee and administra- 
tion philosophy of schools ascom- 
munity property for full community 
use. St. Germain, on the other 
hand, says that changing it would 
cost more, that for a second gym 
in a K-6 school, 18 feet high at 
the walls is plenty. 

The wall that will divide the 
gym into two teaching stations, 
per School Building Assistance 
Commission suggestion, is also 
dividing the building committee 
from the school committee andad- 
ministration, 

Should it be a heavy flexible 
vinyl curtain (less desirable in 
administration eyes because of 
deadening of rebounds, possibility 
of collision in vigorous games and 
acoustical insufficiency) or should 
it be a portable, but solid dividing 
wall? This costs a lot more, the 
building committee points out. 

The gym divider issue has less 
at stake than the first two issues, 
which involve changes in square 
footage, and thus involve more 
dollars.

Plans for most of the Doherty 
School Addition are complete, ap- 
proved and in the architects hands 
for working drawings.

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Editorial Comment 


The Decision 


The selectmen, we think, acted wisely this week in 
moving for demolition of the Central fire station, thus its 
removal as a drop-in center for the young people. 

It was a difficult decision to be made, for any action in 
failing to support youthful endeavors could be looked 
upon as not politically beneficial. 

The decision, in this case, however, showed that the 
members of the board finally faced with an ultimate deci- 
sion, took initiative and acted in the best interests of the 
town. 

The station is old, in need of repair, and was delegated to 
demolition by town meeting. 

The young people were given use of the building for a 
temporary period of time. 

Alternate locations were, for the time being, deemed in- 
advisable. 

The selectmen, in their decision, promised the young 
people that they would work toward solution of their pro- 
blem and hopefully come up with another location before 
the annual town meeting in March. 

In the meantime, the young people were advised to re- 
turn to the school buildings where the Student Activity 
Center program originated. 

Many of the participants do not want use of the school 
buildings, which have all the facilities, and for which tax- 
payers have expended millions of dollars. 

One young person at a recent meeting of the selectmen, 
in response to a question of why not use of the schools, 
replied, “school turns me off.” 

Frankly much of the youthful actions of the community 
turn us off, and we are not specifically centering attention 
on SAC or those who have used the fire station. 

How much do the young of the community want? 

Where is the time honored idea of going out and achieving 
something with a little effort. 

At no time during the discussions of the past few months, 
were there many, if any parents in attendance at meetings. 

Despite the availability of the drop in center for these 
past several weeks, there were still congregations of youths 
at “The Wall” in the Elm Square and throughout the down- 
town area. 


How come the great need for a place to congregate, when 


the youthful exertion is still spent on street corners. in 
nocturnal entertainment? 

The fire station, a monstrosity which has served its pur- 
pose for many years, should be demolished, and now. 

The selectmen, sympathetic to the requests of young 
people, expressed a desire to assist them in March. They 
have asked them to return to the use of the school buildings. 

The board extended the use of the station for several 
weeks, before finally making the decision. 

Certainly the youth of the community and their parents 
should stand by the decision. 

The drop-in center served a minority of the community. 

The majority decision of the board should be supported, 
since, all things considered, it serves Andover’s needs best. 


Good Show 


Efforts of some young people in this community, some 
not even residents, is commendable. 

We speak of the students from Andover High, Phillips and 
Abbott academies, who initiated the drive to collect paper 
and periodicals at the dump on weekends. 

While they could be doing something else of a youthful 
venture, instead they have devoted time and energy to the 
collection of waste paper which is to be recycled. 

Through this effort, they contribute heavily toward a 
modern day program which has become prominent under 
the heading of ecology. 

That they take the time to perform this service to the 
community is worthy of comment and we commend them 
for their energy. 

The paper is to be sold, but the financial benefits will not 
accrue to the young people. 

Plans are to assist the town in an ecological way, either 
through informative materials, or the acquisition of equip- 
ment. 

We mentioned that some were not residents. These are 
the dormitory students at the academies, who are assisting 
their temporarily adopted town. 

ProLlems among the youth of today gain great headlines. 

The efforts of young people such as those who took on 
the task of accumulating the papers and periodicals, seldom 
gain the notoriety deserved. 

We applaud their efforts and encourage their continuance 
of service to the town. 


Suggestion 


With the inception of the Bancroft school, Andover went 
into what is considered the open school concept. 

The idea is to allow the child to develop at his own 
learning level, as we understand it, thus confessing that 
modern education in some ways rather baffles us. 

The program, no doubt, is evaluated, from time to time 


by administrators. 


School committee members and others have asked for a 
complete evaluation of the new modern systems. 
As: a suggestion, possibly full evaluation could come from 


within Andover’s borders. 


The Shawsheen school could be a good starting place, 
where youngsters there are not on the overall open school 


concept as yet. 


Are they being deprived from a proper, modern educa- 


tion? 


Are the youngsters in Bancroft and other schools where 
the open concept is in vogue, gaining a better education? 

The answers could be forthcoming from a thorough exa- 
mination of whether those in the structured classroom are 
better off then those in the “lofts.” 

Comparison could provide the answer which is needed as 
Andover looks to a future of new school construction and 
development of new educational methods. 


It would provide the assurance that Andover is getting 
the most for its educational dollar.

‘For two years we have had 
arrangements under which Phillips 
boys and Abbot girls could enroll 
in some courses at the other 
school.
